Soon after the Rev. Pliny Fisk and Rev. 
Levi Parsons left their mountain homes in 
Western Massachusetts, near the close of 
1819, as the first American missionaries to 
Palestine, their young friend, Jonas King, 
from the same neighborhood, was elected 
professor in Amhetst College, and proceed- 
ed to Paris to pursue the study of Arabic 
with the celebrated De Sacy. He there 
became familiar with an American geutle- 
man, then at the head of one of the first 
commercial houses in Paris, to whose care 
his correspondence was addressed, 

In February, 1822, the lamented Par- 
sons died, and Rev. Mr. Fisk without de- 
lay addressed a letter to Mr. King, reques- 
ting that he would meet him at Malta, and 
in the place of Parsons, accompany him as 
a missionary to Palestine; and fearing de- 
lay by waiting the action of the American 
Board of Missions, he in the same enclosure 
requested Mr. King’s mercantile friend not 
only to second his invitation, but if possible 
to raise the sum of $1,500, requisite for his 
support for three years. | 


Mr. King, on receiving the letter in the— 


merchant's counting -toom, exclaimed, “This 
is from my friend Fisk; I beg leave to re- 
tire to your private office and read it.”—

Like holy-minded John 
Welsh, he rose from his bed to commune- 
with the Savior in the night-watches. He 
speaks also of having a “scheme of prayer,” 
and of marking the names of Missionaries 
on the map, that heqnight pray for them in 
course and by name, “When you write 
me,” said he to a friend, “tell me the mean- 
ing of Scriptures, One gem from that 
Ocean is worth all the pebbles of earthly 
strenngs.”

‘This fact the 
writer has from a gentleman who was ‘“‘one 
of the boys” Smith’s greenness, and ugli- 
ness, and dullness, had magle him the butt 
of the school, His portrait as given by 
Ferris in his “Utah and the Mormons,” is 
every way repulsive. The lower features 
indicate cunning, and that is all. The fore- 
lead retreats so much as to indicate ap- 
proximation to idiocy, thongh his success- 
ful cunning sufficiently refutes such an in- 
fluence, 

From such a man, without a single ree- 
ommendation or redeeming quality, this 
strange sect has risen, numbering, probably 
by this time, a hundred thousand souls, of 
whom half are now in Utah. Let any one 
contemplate the history of Smith from Pal- 
myra to Nauvoo, where he died as a fool 
dieth, in the year 1844, and he cannot fail 
to conclude that the world cannot furnish 
another instance of such brazen faced im- 

udence and successful practice on the gul- 
ibility of human nature, 

Again, the history of the “Book of 
Mormon,”—Smith’s Bible, is among the 
inysteries of Divine Providence. — Rev. 
Solomon Spalding was born in Ashford, 
('t. 1761; was a short time a soldier in the 
Revolutionary War; studied law with Ze- 


periencing a change in his religions views, 
entered Dartmouth College and graduated 
in 1785, in the class with Father Sawyer, 
of Maine. He preached for several years, 
but from ill health declined several invita- 
tiens to settle as a pastor, and retired from 
the ministry. In 1795, he married and re- 
moved with his brother, Josiah Spalding, 
who is still living, to Cherry Valley, N. Y.,” 
and engaged in mereantile business. For 
atime he taught the Academy there.— 
They bought a quantity of land in Ohio, 
and Solomon removed to Conneaught, (New 
Salem,) Ashtabula Co., to look after it.— 
While there, about 18512, one of the an- 
cient mounds in that town .was explored, 
and bones and relics of an ancient people 
found in it. Amimaginative young man of 
the neighborhood, whe had become highly 
interested in the excavation, dreamed that 
among other things, he discovered in the 
mound a manuscript, giving a complete his 
tory of the extinct race, the particolars 
of which he related. This suggested to 
Mr. Spalding, the idea of writing a novel, 
which he did, and entitled it “Manuscript 
Found.” In it he traced the fortanes of a 
colony of the ten lost Tribes from 
world to the new, until their extinction by 
the savages who came later. | :

Hooker, Davenport and Pierpont. 


Messrz. Eprrors: —-G. H. Hollister, 
Esq., a distinguished member of the Con- 
necticut Bar, has been engaged for many 
years in collecting materials for a History 
of that State, which will be published in 
the course of a few weeks. The peculiar 


qualifications of Mr. Hollister for the work |. 


he has in hand, and his high reputation as 
a writer warrant the belief: that the book 
will he one of peculiar merit. The follow- 
ing sketches of distinguished clergymen 
who flourished in the early days of Con- 
necticut will afford a specimen of the au- 
thor’s style of writing, and of his high 
respect for the founders of its ecclesiastical 
polity: 
Just before the decease of Mr. Smith of 
Wethersfield, died Mr. Thomas Hooker, 
the pastor of the Church in Hartford. No 
minister in New England possessed such 
unbounded sway over popular assemblies as 
did this truly wonderful man. He was 
born at Marshfield?in the County of Lei- 
cester, England, in the year 1586, and 
graduated at Emanuel College, Cambridge, 
at a very early age. He was soon promo- 
ted to a fellowship there, and was not long 
in acquiring a high reputation for learning 
and ability. He was called ‘‘the light. of 
the New England Churches,” and well mer- 
ited the appellation; for in his clear manner 
of setting forth the truth, his. intimate ae- 
quaintance with the doctrines of the Bible, 
his bold eloquence and the pungency of his 
illustrations, he had few equals and no su- 
periors in New England, 
Connecticut what Cotton was to Massachu- 
setts, and what Davenport wasto New Ha- 
ven. They were all men of such marked 
traits of character, that perhaps no one 
could assign to any one of them the high- 
est place. Davenport might be compared, 
in his opposition to the passions of the peo- 
ple, and in the solidity of his character, to 
one of those sheer promontories that the 
mariner sees as he sails along the New 
England coast defying the storms and 
frowing down upon the white waves that 
recoil from its base; Cotton, to a limpid 
river flowing between steep hills that feed 
its current with the unfailing resources of 
bubling springs gushing out of the natural 
fissures of the rocks, while they crowd it 
into a channel that allows it more depth 
than surface, with here and there a basin 
amoung the more Jofty and retreating moun- 
tains, that expose, indeed, a broader area 
where the warm beams of the sunlight may 
bathe themselves, yet take away nothing 


from the boldness of the shore; Hooker, to’ 


the sume river further on in its course, its 
volume increased by the tributaries that 
drain Jarger and wilder regions—some times 
turbid, too, with the added violence of the 
spring floods, having a strength and vast- 
ness of swecp always self sustained and ir- 
resistible. Heuhas was not only the most 
attractive pulpit orator in New England, 
but he was equally distinguished by the fer- 
vency and pathos of his prayers, which, we 
are told, were like Jacob’s ladder, “where- 
in the nearer he came to the end the near- 
er he drew to heaven.” He was well skill- 
ed in the governing motives of men, and on 
that account was much consulted in matters 
relating to Church discipline and the gener- 
al management of ecclesiastical affairs. In 
his charities he was very munificent. His 
chief conflict was with himself, in striving 
to subdue the irregularitics of a tempera- 
ment naturally vehement and impetuous.— 
In his domestic and social relations he was 
very happy, and few men have been more 
deeply loved. 

In person Hooker was tall and elegant, 
his features classical, his eye thoughtful yet 
piercing, his voice rich and of great com- 
pass, and his manner graceful and majestic. 
He possessed physical as well as moral 
courage in @ high degree. Even Mason 
was overawed by the noble bearing of this 
soldier of the Cross when following the lit- 
tle army, that was about to go in search of 
the Pequots, to the brink of the river that 
he might dismiss them with his benediction, 
his eye flashed as he bade them “in martial 
power to fight the battles of the Lord and 
of his people,” 

He died at Hartford, of a fever, on the 
ith of July, 1647, in the 61st year of his 
age. “I am going to receive mercy,” said 
the patriarch to a friend who stood by his 
bedside; then closing bis eyes tranquilly, a 


|smile playing about his lips, he took his 


leave of a world that satisfies least of all a 
soul of such boundless energies and such an 
etherial mould. 

Aside from Davenport, the founder of 
New Haven, that place was for mauy years 
distinguished for the wisdom and ability of 
its clergymen. Of these, Hook, Street and 
Pierpont are among the most eminent.— 
James Pierpont was born at Roxbury, 
Massachusetts, in 1659, graduated at Har- 
vard in 1681, and was ordained at New 
Haven in 1686. Descended from aa illus- 
trious family, and gifted to a high degree 
with intellectual endowments, eloquent 
speech, a gracefal person, bandsome fea-

The War,—Its Expected Religions Results. 
We transfer the following to our columns | 


from the Edinburgh Witness:— . | 
The highest characteristic of all is, that 
the present war is likely to be largely aub- 
servient to the diffusion of revealed truth. 
It is carrying back, amid the tumult of 
arms, that light to the East which first 
arose there, but from which superstition 
ani tyranny have long banished it. ‘All 
wars, since the birth of history, have been 
propagators of principles, and have pushed 
forward the human race a bis: 2s in their 
onward progress. The Macedo 
quests rudely shivered the stately but ster- 
eotyped forms of Oriental Government and 
religion, and helped to diffuse Greek litera- 
ture and taste over Asia. The wars of the 
Romans gave to the nations of the West 
the benefit of Roman civilization and law. 
The Saracenic invasion brought with it its 
own peculiar principles,—in this case evil 
ones; and, as the result of that invasion, 


the world was rolled back again into night. 
The most durable result of Napoleon's’ 


campaigns has been the infidelity which bis 
soldiers carried with them to the various 


countries of Europe. That bas ‘outlived | 


nearly all the other fruits of his victories. 
The present war seems charged with a no- 
bler mission chan any of its predecessors,— 


if not ofits own proper function to sow the | 


principles of Divine truth, yet to bring 
those to the spot who-will. 
heen followed into the field by a new class 
of forces, and such as have rarely attended 
the march of troops,—Bibles, Scripture 
readers, colporteurs, and chaplains. hese 
agents will cast their seed on no unprepar- 
ed soil.

We have already had one instance—a 
good omen to the West as well as to the 


Eust—of the tendency of war to overbear. 


those little contrivances of bigotry which 
are allowed to have their own way, when 
more important yuestives do nut arise.— 
The distribution of Bibles to the French 
troops, to which the Emperor has given his 
consent, would have been hopeless in time 
of peace, Besides, this war is protecting 
an evangelical movement which is in pro- 
gress all over Turkey, and which Moslem 
bigotry in ordinary times would undoubt- 
edly have smothered. Thus the destinies 
of the world again revolve around the East. 
Aud if the year close amid lowering clouds, 
there are at the same time signs of prom- 
ise not a few on the horizon, Taking our 
stand on the central movement in Turkey, 
we can look around ona circle of similar 
movements which literally envelope the 
globe. Germany is experiencing a marked 
revival of spiritual life. China is andergo- 
ing a vast change. Australia is rising up, 
we trust, a Christian empire. . Churches 
are springing up in California; and in the 
States the spirit of the pilgrini Fathers is 
every year making itself wore felt. Christian 
movements are in progress on all sides; and 
we trust the day is near when Christianity 
will be a power, not in Britain only, but in 
the earth.

In the moral influence of the Koran 
upon the Mussulman, the speaker gave it 
precedence over that exercised by the moral 

recepts of the Bible upon the Christian. 
tn accepting the Bible, the Mussulman must 
renounce his spiritual ancdcivil guide. Here- 
in lies the difficulty of supplanting the Ko- 


ran with the Bible, but he believed that the.

The Progress of Intemperance. 
As we were walking down Montgomery street 
this morning we noticed in the show window of 


They were so beautiful and striking that we 
stopped and looked at them for some time. 
the representation in general was this: In the 
beginning, a hearty, fine looking young man, who 
has jast left his cart, which he had been driving, 
is invited at a tavern door to take a drink. 

He is evidently reluctant, andwould very much 
prefer to find ‘some excuse. But a professed 
friend is jovially forcing him in, and a dozen 


to drink. 

He has not the moral courage simply to refuse, 
and therefore be yields. From that point he is 
shown in scenes of troable. First he is afflicted 
with head ache and despondency.—then he min- 
gles with the gay and licentious,—then with the 
noisy and boisterous,—then with the low vulgar 
and debased,—and next the officer is seen con- 
ducting his family to the poor house, his wife 
with her pale face hidden for grief and shame, 
his children barefoot, with clothes ragged and 
torn, aud the entire group lingering a moment 
in the graveyard through which they are pass- 
ing, to pour out a flood of teara over the grave 
of some lost one whom they have buried there 
in darkness and sorrow. Finally the husband 
and father is seen with two or three bandits 
crouching behind some huge rocks by the road- 
side in the night, with pistol in hand ready to 
shoot down the belated traveller who is seen ap- 
proaching in the distance. 

We turned away from the pictures; leaving 
two or three others. looking at them, who were 
passing as we were. But we thought,—what 
are these engravings compared with representa- 
tion that might be seen, if with a little more ex- 
tended observation one were to look into a great 
many other windows on Montgomery street,—to 
say nothing“of any other streets in San Fran- 
cisco. 

Here you look at figures made on paper with 
ink. There you might see life itself, representing 
the same fearful decline. This thought stirs the 
soul. Who that has seen San Francisco from 
the first, but remembers names of men by the 
score, who have acted out the scenes in the vari- 
ous phases of the progress of intemperance?— 
And who that is acquainted with the men whose 
names are even now on the signs that mark the 
various places of business one sees, but knows 
of scores of men who are hurrying on down the 
various stages of this same fearful progress? 

We can see them passing on month by month 
in this fatal career. Bad companionships, late . 
hours, tampering with conscience, social drinking 
with customers, now and then an indulgence a 
“little too far,”—indifference /to religion, misuse 
of the Sabbath, fast horses, fast driving, fast liv- 
ing, conimon drinking, loss of self respect, con- 
scious loss of the respect of others, impairing of 
credit, loss of business, trouble, more drinking, 
fatal mistakes, bankruptcy despondency, indul- 
gence to drown sorrow, ruin! ‘Ihis is the course, 
und some have passed it all, and some are pass- 
ing now. | 

And when we see it, when we see noble, gen- 
erous, manly characters on the verge of ruin, we 
feel as if we could fly to these men, and sound an 
alarm in their ears, as startling as the voice of 
the trumpet of the archangel that will rouse the 
dead! We would cry out to them, stop! Be- 
think yourselves! See how much oftener and 
how much more you drink than you ever thought 
you would. See how the appetite has gained on 
you, 

See who your companions are, and what are 
their habits. 

- See the indifference that has grown up within 
you to everything sacred. Remember that the 
public is argus-eyed, and that all this impairs 
your credit, and tends to blast your reputation. 

When the truth is what it is, the tongue of 
malice and envy will whisper it everywhere.— 
Men will whisper doubts to each other about 
you. And by and by you will fall! Nor will 
you fall alone. « No, alas! for there are your fam- 
ilies, upon whom will rest'a bfight, for your 
sakes that life can never wear out. 

Think of the consequences of your fall, and | 
then see the liability to it. And see how that li- 
ability is increasing ! 

Where, where are thé men who have succes- 
sively filled important stations bere in profession 
al and commercial life? Where are many of 
them whom we see no more? Recall their names. 
‘Trace for one moment the course they have run, 
and look today at the situation of some of 
their families. It is enough to point to these 
things, for they warn you in tones of thunder.

If this is such a fast country that it seems im- 
possible to spare one day in seven of our time, 
who knows but that some of its speed may be de- 
veloped in the way of reform. The truth is, Sir 
Editor, you have looked so much at the scum 
which has arisen upon this cauldron of socicty 
that you have no faith in the purer element 
that underlies it. You do not appreciate how 
much we are ready even now, for solid reform. 

_ He says “Legislation never made a man virtu- 
ous, and all the punishment ever enacted by pe- 
nal statute will not suppress immorality. Leave 
to pubiic Opinion its legitimate office, and the 
morals of the community will be improved by de- 
grees.” Now this we assent to, particularly and 
fully, and we would turn and claim that the edi- 
tor should stick to just that sentiment; and moreo- 
ver that if he should find public opinion going in a 
good way, he should let it go on. Public opinion 
should precede legislative action. but that con- 
stitutes no argument against any specific enact- 


‘ment, until you prove that public opinion is op- 


posed to it. How is public opinion ascertained? 
Why through the ballot-box, in electing our rep- 
resentatives, and therefoge -whenever there is 
power to pass a law under our system of govern- 


| ment, there is in that power a proof that public 


opinion is in its favor; and there can be no law 
enacted in a strictly representative government, 
except in obedience to public opinion. This is 
the rule, and if there are any exceptions or mis-_ 
takes occurring under the rule they are forth- - 
with corrected. Here at once falls to the ground 
all the arguments constructed upon the assumption 
that our laws can be oppressive to the public, 
as our laws are made by the public; and especi- 
ally does it become established that laws, the ex- 
ecution of which would be productive of much 
good to the majority, without occasioning even 
incidentally, any evil to the minority, should be 


passed as soon as possible. It by no means fol- 
lows that public opinion should supercede legis- 
lation. 


I am aware of the exceptions and the abuses 
of our theory of government under which laws 
may not always represent public opinion; but the 
exceptions should not be used as an argument 
against any one class of enactments, any more 


than theyshould against all laws whatsoever. 


He says “These things should be left to con- 
science, and this latter agent should not be fore- 
stalled or interfered with by the law, except 
far as is necessary to restrain crime.” 

Our ideas of what are proper subjects of legis- 
lation, unless there is a basis or rule of universal 


} application and authority, are to be gathered 


from and created by popular opinion. If popu- 
lar Opinion is the source, then our ideas may pro- 


gress and change without limitation. The power 


of public opinion, among cannibals, probably 


could got secure the enactment of laws against 
murder. It has not been sufficient, even in Cali- 


fornia, to enact an effectual Jaw against a certain 
kind of marder by rule, and probably angry men 
would consider it a great oppression and an in- 


fringement upon their individual rights if such a 
law were to be passed; yet we expect to see pub- | 


lie opinion some day assert and prove that such 


a law would be the legitimate enactment of wise 
and faithful legislators. If public opinion, as 
represented by our present legislature, has come 


up to the idea that it is good to rest one day in 


seven, and geod to drink water—so let it be. It 


will do you no harm, and even if you think you 
have to make a sacrifice on account of it, it is 
only one of the species of sacrifices which the 


first principles of organized society requires that 
individuals should consent to, for the good or 


whose place in torment will be so much better 
than ours who perish from amidst such privileges.” 
Again another says, “O blessed ‘Jesus, Mary 
washed thy feet with her tears, but we have spit 
in thy face.” Indeed the viéws ofall who have 
been seriously affected have been remarkably 
clear in relation to our lost estate by nature and 
our deep desert of condemnation by the law: 
also of salvation by the Redeemer alone. Al- 
though brought up from their childhood to trust 
in their fasts and prayers and observances, it is 
interesting to see how clear their views become 
on the great doctrine of salvation by Christ 
alone.

ern question, but all matters of policy in either 
hemisphere. Mr. Cass inferred that the allusion 
was to Cuba, and the inference seems to be ac- 
credited still, notwithstanding that Lord Claren- 
don has unofficially disavowed it. The speech of 
Mr. C. is said to have made a great sensation at 
Washington, and may lead to important results. 
The Diplomatic and Consular Bill was read in 
the Senate, and gave rise to some interesting re- 
marks by Senators Clayton and Badger. The 
bill proposes to pay ministers a higher salary, 
but to take away out-fit and in-fit, and to pay 
them no gratuities, and the salary to cease if at 
any time the Minister is off duty over ten days.

We echo that call. Let us have light; and as 
for closet diplomacy in general, we pray that it 
may soon be buried in the dust of ages. : 
A very exciting affair was a discussion in the 
Senate upon the subject of Slavery, said to be 
the warmest which has ever transpired.
